If you’re trying to find a job, it might help to get rid 
of your cigarette habit. 

A hospital in the Atlanta suburbs is the latest em- 
ployer nationwide that is refusing to hire smokers. 

Gwinnett Medical Center instituted the policy July i, 
but other hospitals, including Cleveland Medical Center 
in Ohio, also have the policy The Scotts Miracle-Gro Co., the 
lawn-care giant, hasn’t hired smokers since 2006. 

Steve Nadeau, Gwinnett Medical Center senior vice president 
of human resources, said the policy is an extension of their efforts to 
promote better health. 

“We believe it’s just supporting good health; we’re a health care provider,” 

Nadeau said. “We’ve had a smoking prohibition inside ... and outside and it’s just really kind of 
a natural evolution,” he said. Existing employees who smoke will not be fired, cnn 





Scotts Miracle-Gro not only [bans smokers] from 
employment, it fires employees who smoke. Jim 
King, senior vice president of corporate affairs, 
said the self-insured company decided smokers’ 
heath care costs were too high.

Report: LGBT 
community’s 
smoking rate 
outpaces 
others’

A startling disparity exists between the 
smoking rate in the lesbian, gay, bisexual 
and transgender community compared 
with the general population, concludes 
a new report released by the American 
Lung Association. 

Researchers combed through more 
than 40 separate analyses to determine 
that lesbian, gay, bisexual, and trans- 
gender people are more likely to use 
tobacco. Specifically, gay men are near- 
ly two and a half times more likely to 
develop a smoking habit than straight 
men. Lesbians are twice as likely com- 
pared with straight women, and people 
who are bisexual appear to have the 
highest risk of all. 

To be clear, no one within the LGBT 
community is more prone to smoking 
because the/re gay The elevated risks 
are the result of common factors that are 
magnified within the LGBT community 
namely stress and aggressive marketing 
techniques by tobacco companies. 

The tobacco industry has been a 
prevalent advertiser in the LGBT com- 
munity for decades, with a heavy pres- 
ence in bars, clubs, and newspapers that 
cater to that population. While tobacco 
advertisements have nearly disappeared 
from most mainstream publications, the 
American Lung Association says that’s 
not the case for LGBT newspapers and 
magazines. They also argue that direct 
marketing of tobacco products seems to 
happen more frequently within LGBT 
bars and clubs. 

“It sort of blows me away, actually,” 
says Bill Blatt, lead author of the Amer- 
ica Lung Association report and the Di- 
rector ofTobacco Programs there. 

“Early on ... one of the reasons 
[LGBT] papers were able to keep pub- 
lishing was because of {the tobacco 
industry’s] constant advertising. But 
tobacco is a product that when used 
correctly and as directed, will kill you. 
Today it’s not that the industry is being 
loyal to this community— they’re tar- 
geting this community”

Chicago was awarded federal grants 
totaling more than $35 million Thurs- 
day to launch two long-planned CTA 
bus projects aimed at speeding travel 
through downtown and between the 
South Side and the Loop. 

One of the projects is a new form 
of express bus service that will oper- 
ate as a downtown circulator to move 
large numbers of commuters quickly 
on designated bus-priority lanes, of- 
ficials said. 

Known as the Chicago Central 
Area Transitway the route being fund- 
ed will connect Union Station and 
Navy Pier with selected stops in be- 
tween that are served by at least seven 
CTA bus routes. 

The buses will stop near CTA and 
Metra rail stations. 

The transitway eventually would 
be expanded to connect all of the 
West Loop with North Michigan 
Avenue, Illinois Center, the Museum 
Campus and McCormick Place, offi- 
cials said. 

The $24.6 million grant for the 
circulator project, which is being de- 
veloped by the Chicago Department 
of Transportation, was announced by 
US. Transportation Secretary Ray 
LaHood. 

A second grant, for $ii million, was 
awarded to the CTA to introduce ex- 
pedited bus service on Jeffery Bou- 
levard from 103rd Street and Stony 
Island Avenue to Jefferson and Wash- 
ington streets west of the Loop, offi- 
cials said.

AIDE TESTIFIES 
BLAGOJEVICH HID 
IN BATHROOM

The jury on Thursday morning heard more 
testimony about how inattentive former Gov 
Rod Blagojevich could be on the job. 

On the stand was Robert Greenlee, whom 
Blagojevich promoted to deputy governor 
in June 2008— just months before Blagojev- 
ich’s arrest. 

Greenlee said Blagojevich rarely came in to 
the office— generally just two to eight hours 
a week. 

Like other former top aides and advisers to 
Blagojevich, Greenlee said he quickly found 
he had to tread lightly when telling the then- 
governor something he didn’t want to hear. 
Blagojevich froze out advisers who told him 
bad news, Greenlee said. 

One example, Greenlee said, was John 
Filan, who had long been the architect of 
Blagojevich’s budgets. Greenlee said Filan in- 
sisted on talking to Blagojevich on budgetary 


issues, and Blagojevich didn’t want to, possi- 
bly because the state’s finances were getting 
increasingly bleak. 

Blagojevich would go out of his way to 
avoid Filan, hiding in the bathroom and hol- 
ing up in his office until Filan left, Greenlee 
recalled. 

Greenlee said he found it “relatively diffi- 
cult” to get Blagojevich to focus on important 
issues facing the office, and the former deputy 
said he often had to track Blagojevich down 
to get him to meet deadlines to consider 
whether to sign or veto legislation. 

Once, Greenlee said, he had to force him- 
self into a Blagojevich family dinner at the 
Southport Lanes bowling alley and restau- 
rant to get the governor to make decisions on 
pending legislation. At that dinner, with the 
governor’s wife and children in tow, Greenlee 
forced Blagojevich to review 20 pieces of leg- 
islation. 


Not invited to the party? 

Blagojevich wasn’t wanted at the vic- 
tory rally President Obama held in Grant 
Park after his election in November 
2008, but the message apparently 
didn’t sink in, Greenlee told the jury. 
Greenlee said Blagojevich’s press staff 
became concerned on learning that 
Obama was holding the rally because 
the governor hadn’t been asked to at- 
tend. Blagojevich adviser Bill Knapp 
reached out to Obama contact Anita 
Dunn, Greenlee said, in an attempt to 
head off negative press stories about 
Obama wanting to distance himself 
from Blagojevich. The invitation came, 
but Blagojevich then indicated he would 
be going. That generated an e-mail 
from Dunn to Knapp with the subject 
line “wtf.” “She got very concerned be- 
cause they didn’t want him to be there,’’ 
Greenlee testified, tribune

2 charged in 
pot scheme 
at Cook

Officers remember 
one of their own

A man held in Cook 
County jail in two 
separate murder cases 
worked with an ac- 
quaintance of another 
inmate to bribe a jail 
guard to smuggle mar- 
ijuana into the jail, au- 
thorities said. 

But the guard was 
working with investi- 
gators, and now Robert 
“Nookie” Anderson, 

29, and Letty Zuniga, 

19, the acquaintance 
of the other inmate, 
face felony smuggling 
charges, according to 
a statement from the 
Cook County Sheriff’s Office. Anderson also 
faces a charge of possession of contraband in 
a penal institution in the case. 

Anderson already faces murder charges in 
two killings, one in 2002 and another in 2003, 
according to the statement. 

The guard, a five-year veteran of the jail, 
met with Zuniga, of the 2700 block of South 
St. Louis Ave., at a restaurant near the jail, 
where she gave him $300 and what the sher- 
iff’s department described as $500 worth of 
marijuana. 

The guard then delivered the drugs to An- 
derson in a broom closet in the section where 
Anderson is jailed on July i; Anderson was 
then arrested. “%u got me. Damn,” Ander- 
son told investigators as he was being hand- 
cuffed, according to the statement.

As they do every day Chicago police recruits 
stood at attention early Thursday outside the 
department’s West Side training academy for a 
flag-raising ceremony to remember officers slain 
in the line of duty 

On this rainy summer morning, the solemn 
ritual was particularly poignant. 

The recruits were raising the flag in honor of 
one of their own instructors. Officer Thor Soder- 
berg, who had been gunned down a day earlier by 
a convicted felon. 

The rain picked up as the flag went up and 
one of Soderberg’s students, in a loud and strong 
voice, read a short description of his instructor’s 
death, ending with the promise, “Police Officer 
Thor Soderberg will never be forgotten.” 

Afterward officers, some recent graduates 
taught by Soderberg, lingered, hugging each 
other and crying quietly And then Soderberg’s 
colleagues started their day having to face the 


loss of a fellow officer while helping his students 
prepare to graduate next week. 

“I am going to tell them that today we lost a 
great officer,” said Howard Lodding, an assistant 
deputy superintendent who runs the training 
academy, minutes after the flag-raising. “It was 
an honor and privilege to stand out there.” 

Soderberg, 43, an instructor at the academy 
for two years, had been deployed for a week to a 
special task force dedicated to combating youth 
violence when he was shot Wednesday outside a 
police station at 6ist Street and Racine Avenue 
in Englewood. 

A suspect who was shot by a responding offi- 
cer was still being interviewed by detectives late 
Thursday afternoon as he recovered at Advocate 
Christ Hospital Medical Center in Oak Lawn. 

Soderberg had just finished his day and was 
still in uniform when the 24-year-old man, who 
police said is a gang member, approached him be- 
hind his car and reached for the officer’s weapon.

10 Russian agents plead 
guilty, are deported 

Ten Russian agents who infiltrat- 
ed suburban America and were 
accused of acting as spies for 
Moscow were deported Thursday 
after admitting their crimes. The 
spies left New York for Moscow 
hours after pleading guilty to 
conspiracy in a Manhattan court- 
room and being sentenced to time 
served and ordered out of the 
country, said a law enforcement 
official, who spoke on condition of 
anonymity.

Judge Joseph Tauro in Boston 
ruled in favor of gay couples’ 
rights in two separate challenges 
to the 1996 Defense of Marriage 
Act, arguing that the law interferes 
with the right of states to define 
marriage.

The 1980s Prince-style pompadour pre- 
ferred by many young Iranian men, the Ste- 
ven Seagal-style ponytail and the “business in 
the front, party in the back” sentiment of the 
mullet— also popular among the Persian pop- 
ulace. 

The “Islamic” haircuts that have received 
the government’s blessing were unveiled at the 
Hijab and Chastity Festival, a fashion event 
designed to show how the country’s youth can 
be stylish yet not run afoul of the fashion po- 
lice. 

“Hairstyles have been designed based on 
the shape of the neck, beard, the size of the 
chin and provincial cultures,” said Jaleh Kho- 
dayar, the secretary of the festival. Her com- 
ments were reported by the semiofficial Mehr 
news agency 

“In designing these hairstyles, we have not 
tried to go backward. On the contrary, we have 
tried to make our designs a mixture of our tra- 
ditions and Iranian culture, as well as the latest 


fashions and by doing so confront the cultural 
assault by the West (on our country).” 

The approved styles have a distinctly 1950s 


look to them: short on the front and sides for 
the most part, but the gel-slathered, combed- 
back 1980s look also made the cut.

Little Italy goes global— 
and sort of leaves us wishing 
we’d stayed home instead 


By M. Kathleen Pratt 

First- time restaurant owners Adel Ansari, Narsi 
Salivendala and Patrick Owen Frazer, the trio behind new 
Little Italy restaurant One. Six One (pronounce it as you 
would i.6i, “one point six one”) are sitting on a potential summer gold mine. The 
spacious side patio begs you to stop in for dinner, while a temporary B YOB policy, 
in effect only a few more days while the liquor license is pending, eggs you on. 


The idea here is “small plates, globally influenced,” explains chef William 
Alexander, and the menu he’s designed around the concept certainly makes the 
rounds, staying close to the ’hood’s Italian heart with arancini (mozzarella-fllled 
crispy fried rice balls), hopping down to Mexico with overstuffed mahi mahi ta- 
cos, visiting Japan via sashimi and spicy tuna maki, and gallivanting through Spain 
with a deeply roasted tomato gazpacho. But small plates aren’t the words we’d 
use to describe the portions or the pacing. The menu is divided into four sec- 
tions: snacks, demi-salads, demi-soups and plates. Except snacks are just regular 
appetizers, demi-salads and demi-soups are average soup and salad portions, and 
plates are more or less entree-sized. And they’re coursed out (sometimes arriving 
with the right utensils, sometimes not) much like appetizers, soups and salads, 
and entrees. 

Sound confusing? It’s not the only thing. 


We knew right away that ... 

we might be headed for trouble. The bread was dry and dull— never a good first 
impression. 

We can’t stop thinking about ... 


the tandoori lamb ($i6). Not because it was amazing, but because it was confus- 
ing. The loin was the highlight of the meal, fragrant with tandoori spices and 
earthy from a high-temperature romp in the clay-lined tandoor. But a bit of 
tomato chutney and some pickled red onions was all it really needed. Instead, we 
also got a pasty brown smear of eggplant puree, sticky vindaloo sauce, fatty lamb 
bacon, roasted fingerlings, fresh mango and a few other unnecessary garnishes. 
We were dizzy just looking at it all.

The 
default seems to be rare— in some 
cases very rare. That’s not necessarily 
an issue when the meat in question is 
lamb, often at its best on the rare side of 
medium rare, but it can be off-putting when 
it’s a filet. 


We*d take a pass on 


We were pleasantly surprised by ... 

dessert. Dishes became more restrained when we hit the final course. Moist slices of white 
chocolate bread pudding ($6) were simply sauced with creme anglaise and caramel; the rich, 
creamy chocolate pot de creme ($6) was simpler still, arriving completely unadorned, even 
without the coffee- toffee sauce or creme fraiche promised on the menu. 


We were stumped by 


the glassware and dinnerware. Dra- 
matically curved water glasses were 
hard to grasp, and the square plates 
were divided into quadrants (think 
TV dinner), which forced compart- 
mentalization of the components in 
each dish. (In fact, we suspect they’re 
behind some of the disjointed and 
overwrought presentations.) We 
were happy to learn Alexander will be 
replacing the plates soon. 


We might return to 


try the cocktails. One. Six One is 
BYOB for the moment, but when 
a liquor license materializes— pos- 
sibly as early as Monday or Tuesday, 
the owners plan to go full-force with 
booze. The adjacent watering hole, the 
Bar lo Doors, opens shortly after.

When Jam opened nearly a year ago, 
Ukrainian Village brunchers lined up to 
show their approval. In late spring, the 
restaurant introduced BYOB dinner, and 
the crowds kept coming. Chef Jeffery 
Mauro’s evening menu, best enjoyed in 
the secluded outdoor courtyard (which 
also debuted this spring), is now offered 
four nights a week. 

Though an a la carte dinner menu is 
available, you’d do well to skip right to 
Mauro’s tasting menu. At just $25 for four 
courses (soup, pasta, fish or meat, des- 
sert), the value is too good to pass up. 

But while multiple courses are swell, 
they also present a dilemma to even the 
most savvy BYOBer: What to bring that 
will work across the meal? The seasonal 
nature of the menu, which changes 
weekly based on Mauro’s visits to the 
Green City Market, presents an addition- 
al challenge. 

A good tactic is to bring two bottles: one 
that can handle the lighter vegetable 
and fish portions of the menu, and then 
(since it’s now summer, and suddenly 
sweltering) a lighter red that can cross 
over from fish to meat. 

I think the old “white with fish ’ and “red 
with meat ’ rules oversimplify A better 
plan is to match the weight of the wine 
with the weight of the food. Easy-to-find 
varietals such as sauvignon blanc and 
pinot noir are safe bets, but I encour- 
age you to branch out and scoop up a 
minerally rose like the storied Mas de 
Gourgonnier from Provence ($19.99), 
which has light red fruit flavors and a 
lean body that complements dishes 
such as asparagus soup and seared 
Pacific escolar. Concerned about rich 
foie gras tortellini and pan-seared duck 
breast? Try the 1998 Gran Reserva from 
Oristan ($19.99), an “old-school ’ Spanish 
red with “the weight of a Burgundian pi- 
not noir ” that has intense flavor without 
an overly heavy body. With two picks 
like these, everyone’s happy for four 
courses.

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Don’t call him a skinny actor— Oscar winner 
has the killer body to slay aliens in ‘Predators’

Adrien Brody isn’t kidding himself — he knows 
that when people hear his name, “action hero” 
isn’t the first description that comes to mind. 

“The comment is constantly like ‘skinny ac- 
tor.’ I’m thin. I’m not skinny 
at aU,” Brody, 37, said recently 
“It’s that they harp on a physi- 
cal thing, because I don’t 
think there’s a question about 
my ability as an actor.” 

He certainly has the hard- 
ware to back up that claim. It 
was nearly a decade ago that 
he kissed Halle Berry before accepting an Os- 
car for his portrayal of a Jewish-Polish musi- 
cian in the Holocaust drama “The Pianist.” 

But for many, it’s been difficult to shake the 
image of Brody’s gaunt face in the role, for 
which he famously lost 30 pounds. 

Audiences will see a different Brody on Fri- 
day, with the release of “Predators,” Robert 
Rodriguez’s reboot of the 1987 sci-fi classic. 

Brody plays a mercenary who leads a group 
of assassins on an alien planet, where they 
have been planted to exterminate a breed of 
predatory aliens. But the humans become the 
hunted. 


For Brody, who also starred in this sum- 
mer’s creepy thriller “Splice,” it was a part that 
was hard-won. 

“I had to kind of do some convincing, that 
I’m capable of physical transformation,” 
Brody said. “It was a very 
challenging thing for me to 
embark on. I think that fans 
have expectations if you’re 
going to reboot a series like 
that— so there’s a certain 
amount of risk that inspires 
me. It’s very different from 
something I’ve done before.” 

“Predators” co-star Laurence Fishburne, 
who plays a hermit found living on the planet, 
dismissed the idea that Brody is an unlikely 
action hero. “I’m not even going to ... digni- 
fy that with an answer. I just can’t,” he said. 
‘Adrien Brody is a really terrific actor. He has 
range. He has intelligence.” 

Still, even Brody believes that without 
having won an Oscar, he wouldn’t have gotten 
the part. 

“I would never have been given the shot— 
ever— if I didn’t have that under my belt,” he 
said, “because they definitely wouldn’t hire 
skinny actor Adrien Brody without that.”
